ing paper, wood pulp and all mater- 
ial entering into the manufacture of

BONDS INVALID BY 


DISTRICT A TTORNEY 


(Continued from Page One.) 


tion to the bonds originally was never 
met by the subsequent new election— 
lhat the technical error was too vital 
and too deep to be overcome by any 
such evasion. 


Xh,e following opinion was render- 


ed by District 
Attorney Moran last 


spring and, as it pointed out, the" ob- 
jection was not such as could be over- 
come by another election. The objec- 
tion lay in the unconstitutionality of 
the act of the legislature itself. Mr. 
Moran said: 


In the matter of the validity, of the 
Reno School Bond Act of January 25, 
and the general act of March 12, 1807. 


The supposed general Act of March 


12, 1907, Session. Laws, 1907, page 
106, is entitled as follows: 
. '"An Act 
to enable 
the 
several 
school districts of the State to issue 
negotiable 
coupon 
bonds, for the 


purpose of erecting 
and 
furnishing 


sch'ool 
buildings, 
or 
purchasing 
grounds, 
or 
for 
refunding floating 


funded debts, and providing for the 
payment of the principal indebted- 
ness thus authorized, and the inter- 
est thereon." 


This title is quite clear and defin- 
ite applying to the several school dis- 
tricts of the State. 
, Section one oC the Act reads, "Any 
school district of the State now ex- 
isting, or which may hereafter 
be 


created, is hereby authorized, etc.," 
showing a clear intention in the legis- 
lature to enact a general law on the 
subject, applicable to all school dis- 
tricts. 
Sections One to Nine of the 


inclusive, are in harmony with this 
general intention. But section ten in 
express terms limits the operation of 
the Act "to school districts having 
one hundred or more school pupils 
enrolled," in such district. 
The objection to the Reno School 


Bond Act, lhat it is special legisla- 
tion forbidden by the Constitution, ap- 
plies with equal force to this sup- 
posed ~eneral Act. 
This limitation in section ten is 


not only, not expressed, nor indi- 
cated in the title of the Act. but it 
is in direct conflict with it: and with 
section one of thie Act also; being 
ing direct conflict with the title, it 
cannot be held to be a valid section. 
The Act contains no prevision for de- 
termining and proving the legal en- 
rollment oC one hundred or more pu- 
pils, mentioned in section ten, either 
by reference or otherwise. The legal 
determination of which would be a 
condition precedent to the calling of 
an election and the issuance of bonds, 
if section ten were valid. Section two 
of the Act provides that, "when the 
lioard of trustees of any school dis- 
trict shall deem it necessary to incur 
an indebtedness, such board of trus- 
tees shall first determine the amount 
ot such bonds to be issued, etc.," they 
shall so state on their records, and 
proceed to call an election as pro- 
vided in the Act. This also conflicts 
with section ten. for it is obvious that 
in a school district of less than one 
hundred pupils, if the board deemed 
it necessary to incur an indebtedness, 
thpy could not. do so b" reason of 
the limitation of section ten. For the 
leasons stated section ten is void, and 
being void, can the remainder of the 
A'ct be iipheld? 
It is a well settled .rule that when 


a portion of a. statute is void, and 


' 


other States, the Constitution of this 
State lacks many restrictions upon 
the legislature; in fact, there is no 
restriction or limitation of indebted- 
ness, except as to the State. Here- 
tofore, section twenty-one of article 
four, received a very liberal construc- 
tion in upholding legislation of this 
character; but on a question of the 
validity of an Act authorizing the in- 
curring of heavy bonded indebted- 
ness, such as-this Reno School Bond 
Act, 
Constitution and statute should 


be strictly construed in favor of the 
taxpayer. The Reno School Bond Act
